It was not.long after ye Chronicle 
editor arrived in Middleburg and be- 
gan exercising his inalienable right 
to “life, liberty and the pursuit of

The seven adventurers left here in 
1847 by water for California. ‘No 
doubt they endured all of a lands- 
man’s agonies in rounding the Horn, 
but they landed some months later in 
some sheltered harbor on the Califor- 


nia coast and wandered about from 





place to place looking for gold. Fin- 
ally they settled on the Calavaries 
River and there they remained until 
the Gulch was worked out. Soon 
they found that there was no pot of 
gold at the foot of the rainbow and 
even the rainbow faded full fast. 
Carter Gibson died of the terrible 
hardships and work. Shortly there- 
Man Middleton, also died and 
Neph Plaster, concluding that he had 
enough of prospecting, started home. 
Jake Chinn saved his earnings and 
bought a ranch in his adopted State, 
returning later to Virginia just be- 
fore the beginning of the Civil War. 
Not much is told of the wanderings 
of Bennie except that 
when the California prospecting end-

ed, he left his party and joined some 
prospectors who were going to Colo- 
rado in search of the precious gold. 
Available information tells us that, 
“Benjamin Thompson was highly in- 
telligent and full of wit, sure of him- 
self and made many friends. He won 


ty. He married and lived in Denver.” 
Mayor Thompson must have found 
prosperity in Colorado, for the mem- 
orandum goes on to say that he later 
built a house some distance from 
Denver. Shortly thereafter his first 
wife died leaving him with a brood 
of children. Then came his marriage 
to an actress who ‘‘complained about 
living in the country as it was too 
quiet, so one day she slipped away 
and for years he never heard of ner.” 


The Odyssey concludes with, “Ben- 
jamin Thompson became an outstand- 
ing citizen in the State of Colorado. 
He won and lost several fortunes, but 
he never came back to his old home 
in Middleburg, Virginia.’’
